But the iathors of Basic Law apparenlly 
dld not anticipate that (ralnod soldiers 
would suddenly discover their conc 
sciences, 

Thus efforts are bolng made to amend 
the relavant articles oi Basic Law so 
that once they have donned their unl- 
forma conscipls can no longer apply for 
demoabiilsation. But what applies (o an 
inexperienced recruit should also apply 
1o a soldier who has got to know tha 
offacliveness of his weapons, 

It is no use polnling oul thal, taken 
IMerslly, Basic Lew allows people to re- 
fuse lo take part in war but not lo re- 
fuse to do military service, The Bundes- 
wehr cannot afford to train soldlera who 
would refuse Lo go Into actfon, should 
the neceselly arise. 

The Bundeswehr would be helped to an 
extent if In fulure it was enabled to sep- 
arate tha sheep Irom the goals more ef- 
feclively. It can be safely assumed that 
not all those wlio refuse to do military 
service ara acting Upon consclence. Many 
people are moiivated by the desire to 
avoid an irksome obligatlon and thus 
gain timo for vocational (raining. 

Some Bundeswehr personnel think hat 
the number of consclenllous objeclors 
wouid decrease if all those rho applied 
for demobilisalion wera immediately re- 
leased frum the arıny and, without being 
alluvred la return t4 civillan life, rehat”

A limited increase in the number of 
conscientioııs objuclors would not prasent 
any problern. As It is the Bunıleswehr I8 
unable to call up all those liable for 
military service in any ono year. But the 
tatli that more ond moro soldiers, having 
coınplatedl part of their conscrlplion serv” 
ice want lo get oul of unilorm for rear 
sons of conscianca could have serious 
cnnsecjuences. 

In the case of military units using 
highly complicated equipment defence 
preparedness can bo prejudiced If only 
a few people drop out. In addition, dis- 
cussions anıongst the troops, refusal to 
obey orders and disciplinary measures, 
whih are often connected wilh a con- 
scientlous objectors applicallon lor de- 
mobilisallon, can weaken the moral and 
fighting spirit of whole unils, 

Mitiiary personne and politicians are 
considering the best ways of prolecling 
the Bundeswehr against the possibilty 
of increasing intetnal unrest. Many of 
them obvlously ftnd il difficult to imagine 
why a yfowing number of thosa lable 
for conscription are no onger prepared 
to defend the Federal Republlc militarily 
in Ihe event of an eınergency.

Of the Six France is unfnrlunately still 
bemused by the lrlea of playing ihe role 
of a great power and fails to realise that 
cooperalion in anl with Europe could 
bring its plans to fruition.

The nuclear deterrent, Mr Healey felt, 
is tha only acceptable solution for coun« 
tries close 1o lhe likely Jine of fire, par- 
ticularly for lhe Federal Republlc of Ger. 
many. Conventional warfare would have 
such dire consequences for Central Buro- 
pe that "ihe prospect would be bound to 
appear as intolerable for the civilian po- 
Pulatlion as tha consequences of a ex» 
dhange of stralegic nuclear attacks."

The president was the 
last president of lhe Kaiser's Relchstag, 
Constantin Fehtenbach, a Freiburg Iaw- 
yer and an experiencerl Calholic, Hberal 
Parllamentary expert, 


For the first time Tepresentalives of 
the workers’ partles, who during the Kai- 
ser period had been banished to the Ppri- 
mary-school benches of permanent oppo- 
sition, participalerl in government as had 
lang been Lheir due. And also for the first 
time women were elected to pParllament, 
which caused a sensation in the press. 
This was Lhe inevitable result of the im- 
purlanti part played by women in the 
manvufacluring and service tîndustrles dur- 
Ing the war. 


The most inıporlani Ppulitical parlles re- 
presented in the National Assembly were 
ihe Social Democratic Partly (SPD} with 
163 seats, lle Iladependeni Socialisl Party 
(USPD} with 22 seals, the Democratic 
Partly with 75 seals and the Centre Parly 
with 91 seuts,. 


The Democratic Parly was a meeting- 
point of forıner llberals, Progressives ancl 
iree-thinkers. Becaııse GustayY Strese 
mann, spokesınan of the forıner Nalionnal 
Liberals and Ialer the leading slalesnuun 
of the Weimar Republic, was retusetl ad- 
millance lu the Deınocralic Parly on ac- 
counl of his extreme imperialist policies 
during the war, he formed lis own parly, 
the German People's Party which gained 
22 seals,

fulure republic. Hea thnught It was naces- 
sury lo strengthen the central power of 
Ihe Reidı and to completely reorganiso 
{he Retch lerritortes beyond the old dy- 
naslic fronlieıs. 


In his first drafl consliluion lhe Pro- 
Posed that Prussia, whidı seemed to lave 
lost ils signllicance with the demise of 
the Kaiser, shnuld be divided up into 
Tnurtren "Rolch provinces" with a Tepul. 
lican conslllulion. These include Ger- 
man-Austria and “German-Bohaınia." Bul 
this plan was rejeclerl by the People’s 
Represenlatives. 


Bavaria cuuld cerlalnly nnt have been 
won over {o supporl such reforms. And 
Ihe idea of cıeating a "Rhenish" ar "Rhe- 
nish- Westphalian Repuhlle" within the 
Reidı by dissolving Prussla arcused lears 
thal a free silale af thin kind mighl pursue 
uiterly independent paths due to pressure 
andl enlicements form France. 


Basing his Ideas on American, Frendı 
antl Swiss examples, Preuss huped io es- 
tablish the unreslricler supremacy ol the 
Reldhs!lag wilhout dividing up responsibil- 
illes, strong government leadership and a 
Reich presidenl who, In the event of an 
emergency, would be qgranled absolute 
Powers. In addition Preuss' plan involved 
principles of direct democracy as correc 
tive rechanisms. The Reid President was 
lo be elecled, and referendums could be 
helıi on questions of nalional imporlance, 


Liberal member of the 
middle class 

By inctinatlai and origins Preuss was 
a definilely Hiherul member ol the eclu- 
talerl, prosperous middla class and was 
not favourably dispnsetl lowards Social- 
ls, Ilis ideus were bused on the neal 
assumpllon lhal tle luming-polnl of 19t8- 
1919 was the finasl hour of ihe German 
mille class whidı had previously always 
rlisplayel a lamenlable weakness, nol lo 
sAY luck of courige, and had naver 
Prove! capable ol developing a guntina 
“people's republic" out of the clynastic, 
Teudal and aulhorltarian slate. 


But to laler generalinng Jt seems al- 
mosl disgusling that the crenilor of the 
constihiion was unable to assure a man- 
date for the newly-founded Democratic 
Party in the Natlonal Assembly. The Frank. 
furl Assembly of 1848-49, which deter- 
mined the first constitution of the German 
Rell, had presenled a dazzling piclura 
of German intellectually and a pitiable 
Picture of national political Ineplitude.

Ihıgu Preuss Was a greul admiraor of 
Frelherr vom Slein, the administrative ro- 
furmer ol Prussia In the Napoleonic era 
win lald the groundwork far matlern 
gevernmerııt, and had ‘wrillen a prolound 
mudy on thls subject. However, llke 80 
many German liberals, Preuss made lhe 
mısluke uf regarding Karl voın Stein with 
hs aıislacratic liberalism as a kind of 
original demarrat, lhough Preuss would 
‘have reacled to this contention with a 
ftihlening IH of anger.

Hence, even within the GEW lhe young 
teadors’ demands are dispmed,. Level. 
headed educationalists point out that such 
radical demands only hamper, if not ‘pre- 
venl, the elimination of genuine inade- 
quacles in Lhe sdıool system. They plead 
for reforms instead of revolutlon, and re- 
form of the education syslem is certainly 
overdue.

Brewers find themselves in 
an economic free for all

the price of a {on fell to 370 Marks in the 
following season. 


Markel exports are taluctanl to aılmit 
loday that a ton of barley can be bought 
for 340 Marks. Since about 25 kilogram- 
mes are neerlecl for one hectolitre of beer, 
this represents a costs gain of 1.50 Marks 
per hectolitre. 


This will hardly remain so for long. 
These dreaın prices are being threatened 
from two sides: by quallly, and the 
government's measures to improva the 
balance of trade, The trading organisa- 
tlons put the bite on the brewer, he puts 
the bite on the malster and he on the far 
mer. 


Pressure on buying prices frequently 
results In pressure on quality. Many 
sober-headed brewers are worried about 
thelr markel wlılch reacis lo nothing more 
sensilively than to a declhıe In quallly. 


The first demands for better malt are 
being heard. The qualily of the barley 
determines the vale of {he beer. The con- 
cluslon is that the price of barley could 
very soon lake a jump, 


Tle new measures taken by the guvern-= 
me do not improve ihe brewing indus- 
try's posilion. Exports of malt and barley 
are subject to the full four per cent ex- 
porl tax, and no concessions are given 
{ior imports of raw malerial. That ihis is 
A sevore dlrawback Is obvlous [rom the 
fact that raw materlnl accounils for sixiy 
por cent of inıpurta.

xperts who two years ago lold brewers 

that thelr price war, especlally in bot- 
iles, was only preparing the ground for 
vital concenlrailon of resources via ln- 
solvency are being proven riglıt. The fact 
that many breweries have escaped the 
worst Is due in many cases to plain good 
fortune rather lhan to brilllant manage- 
ment. 


When beer prices threalened to slip to 
an indefensibly low level, especially In 
Nori Rhinc-Weslphalia and to some ex- 
ienl in the south-west, the price of raw 
material sank with them. Brewers who 
had long-term contracts for hops al 400

This surface area 1s 
equivalent {nı gize to the reglon between 
Dûaseldorf and Hamborn and Moers and 
Bochum in Lha Ruhr, where there are ûl

Even so, motorisis who drive to Berlin 
for the Hirst UUme are lnvarlably surpriged 
by the wide strsets and dual carrlage- 
ways. The town planners were already 
thinking in terms of maas motorlsation in 
1939 when Berlin had only one car per 
twenty people.

The whole will ba bordered by first-rate 
hotels and exclusive hıxury aparlment 
blocks. Built with the ald of tax conces- 
slons for lhe divided city, these skyscra- 
Pora have soon sprung up to lom the 
skyline of the Western halt af the city. 


Housing accounts for by far the grealer 
part of publlc works in West Berlin since 
the war. More than 300,000 housing unlis 
haye been built, leaving West Berlin with 
more housing than before the war, which 
does not on the other hand mean that 
there is no longer a housing shortage. 

Twenly thousand accommodation units 
are built every Year, ninety per cent of 
lhen from publlc funds. It {a hoped by 
the end of 1970 (o have a million flats on 
the books, which would statistically leave 
West Berlin with 20,000 housing uals too 
many, or accommodation for an extra 
20,000 newcomers a year, 


By then two new residential complexes, 
Britz-Buckow-Rudow and Markisches Vier- 
tel, wlll have been compleled. Eacı is to 
house 50,000 people.

It Is a community made up 
of 04 towns, villages and estates covering 
An areo of 230 square miles, West Berlin 
accounts [or 125 square miles of the total 
and roughly 2.2 mllllon of the clly'a 3.3 
million inhabitants Hve in ihe Western 
hall of Berlin. Before Lo war the popu- 
latlon of Greater Berlin was 4.5 million, 
masi ûl whom were tecenl migrants fronı 
Sllesia. 

Tor lown planners in West Berlin the 
city Is stl! lhe metropolllan area {t was 
in the days of the Reich. Future plans ore 
invariably based on Ihe dream of rauni- 
ficalion. "Our basis," io quote Public 
Works Seualor Rolf Schwedler, "la the 
iclea of a cily accesstble from all sides, a 
city that has regained its historical, poli- 
MHcal, economc and cultural significance 
and nıust continue to Jive up to lis re- 
puta llon,"" : 

But since Ihe demarcation !ines affec- 
ively Hmit the axlent lo which {hesa 
plans’ can berput mtd -prettlce'townr plans 
ning is for the Llme being cartled out in 
inslalmants. The backroom boys cauti- 
qusly plan .for one decade after tha nexl, 
The year 2000 is only a prophylactic, as 
mone of (he planners know whether tholr 
ideas for Greater Berlin, tha reunited clty, 
will ever become reality, 


Roadbullding, the development of new 
resldential and Industrial areas, lhe per- 
ceptible concentrallon of cultural centres 
williin a certain bell and the plans for 
glum clearance and urban renewal are 
lhus for the lime being linılted to West 
Berlin. 


Joint planning between East and West 
has nol exlsled for Years, Occasional con- 
tacts did uşa lo {ake placa, Public lrang- 
port in the two halves of the city was 
synchronised. But slace the bullding of 
the Berlin Wall on 13 August 1961 con 
tacts have been broken olf, 


In East Barlin ihe styles of ardıltec- 
ture chosen, wedding-cake Baroque and 
prefabricated sections leaving an overall 
impresslon of plate glass, demonstrale po- 
litical power. In West Berlin atlempls are 
alll made in theory to malntaln the unlty 
of Berlin but as time passes the island 
situation of West Berlin is accepted, 


Systematic town planning was begun 
In West Berlin at an early silage, shortly 
after the end of the wear. One concept was 
superseded by another. Then, in 1957, the 
Sanala launched the "Berlin—Capital Cl- 
ty” compeltion. Tho leltmolif was one of 
large-acale public buildings In a varlely 
ol styles which would combine to form 
an inobtrusive economic and cultural 
centre, 


With 73 million cubic yards of rubble 
cleared away from the scene of {ha End- 
Kampf tha idea was to combine retoh- 
sirucllon and urban renewal.

A glance at the finances of tha West 
Berlin Communists demonstrates that this 
is not true. It is estimated that the party 
receives something over 400,000 Marks 
in contributions, On the debit side, ataff 
Wages, renl, subsldles to the parly news- 
paper die Wahrhell probably amount to 
2.3 million Marks, 

In addllion at the beginning of 1068 the 
Party was In a posilion to acqulre a larga 
building complex for 3.5 millon Marke 
in which il hag installed a nıodern print- 
Ing press.

The centrepieco is a cullic bowl, I lıas 
an astonishing diameter of over four [cet 
and was found în the old Decian capital, 
Sartnizegelusa. An inscriplion {ln Latln 
leering even bolora ila Roman con- 
ques!) indicateg that the bowl was 
finished under ihe rule of Decebalus. 

Decebalus, lhe Dacian king, must have 
been as shrewd as he was clever, He 
siood up to the Romans as their equal, But 
he lacked the military resources of Roma 
and also the ınilitery discipline of the 
Legions and in the end was forced to 
capitulate. 

The Emperor Trajan defeated Deceba- 
lus in A.D. 106 and the Roman province 
known as Dacia came into being. The 
viclor hal an impressive monument erect- 
ed In Dacia lo commemorate tha occasion, 
It is reporled to have consislad of "a huge 
culumn eıubellished with a row of flgur« 
ative reliefs." Il was about 120 [cet high 
and of similar dliaınetor, It must have 
Leen a lowerlng, frightening landmark, a 
synıbol of suppression, 

But Trajan's Column also had its ar- 
tistlc merits. Three liue-slone reliefs are 
shown in Cologne arranged in a rolunda 
in which a photograph shows fıom within 
whal was unce {u be seen in stono [rom 
without, 

The Roman occupation is documented 
In slamped brlcks very siıuilar to thoso 
used by the Rennans in Cermnty; ulsn in 
hetuols anl wu, 13, SCULjMULUS Coupe 
moraling battles and pieces uf horsos’ 
harass. 

Thu collection even bonsls a soldier's 
hoot which was prohsbly cleshnerl for an

manifestos and docutnentary Pliotos uf 
varlous Krlwetlan spectacles. ‘The Intenıl- 
ed ınulti-perspccilvist, ınuli-sensory and 
synopllc bombardınent of optical, acouq- 
tic and tactical slimulants is recognised 
as having "crllical' intent and Is thus 
perceived as a "preliminary" manoeuvra 
or, lo be more exact, as an artistic arik” 
ment wlıich is rosoive(l al 1he very mo- 
ment when it is accepted as such. The 
quastion of what como aflerwarcls is 
therefore only al first glance reaclionary. 


Irrilating encrusted, in other words, un- 
consclous visual, acoustic and intelloc- 
tual habits wih multimedia! stimulants 
and provocallions js doubitlass meaning- 
ful. Much can be sail in favuur of ex« 
Plolting irritativa means lo bring to 
ê&warencss enirenched, preprogramıned 
and uncritical cunsumptlon and infurkıa- 
lion.

Krlwet's early letlera would not have 
distinguished thenıselves from similar 
wnrk hy olher artists were it not for the 
genius Kriwat displays in applying the 
method of confusing, blurring and blend- 
ing unraquivocally slated facts to many 
media. Assembled in Cologne are texlual 
pictures, dlals aad accumulations which 
can manipulate the vicwer into “readable” 
position. But this is not all, Besides Krl- 
wet's artistic melhod of lurning pop 
buttons cornplete wllh slogans into briyght- 
coloured superposters wilh anagramma» 
tically confused nonsense saylngsı bo- 
sides his air-filled plastic cushions {he 
iransparency of which turns thelr textual 
Imprints on each of the six surlacesş Into 
an unreadable conglomeralion of words— 
besides all this the visitor sees in a de- 
tailed collection {he synops!s of all Kri- 
wetlan mull-medlal ambIlions. 

For all that, one is remarkably unaffect- 
ed by tho compusilion ol slx lelevision 
sels with asynchronously operated slides, 


very Advuiced conception uf arl must 
Ey ltsolf, atlling go the accunmuc 
lalan of a country’s cullural assets, This 
need not result In a dileınma, in a futila 
blundering ahead, if arlisis ınaintaln a 
critical approach to the beaten tracks of 
arlislic proluction and, more imporiant 
still, to the transferenca of arlistic crea- 
tlon in cultural "centres" which unforluc 
nately tend to become mero ınuscums for 
certain genras. 


It is amazing houw Ilttle has changed in 
the conslilutlon of theatre, concert hall, 
muscum and publishing house as speclal- 
ised Institutes for specialised art forms, 
The Dadeisis suggesled that Hıesa forms 
should be inlerınarried, that the genres 
should be mingled. Thıs is nût lo ıene 
tlon the multi-sensory and simullaneous 
impressions and stimulants that ara the 
flesh and bluod of any large city. 


It is even conceivable that the Total 
Thealre of Reallly of the cities has had 
a jrealer impact on tle siill Ilving genres 
of “mixed ıncdla" than purely graphic de- 
velupments. The alleınpt to describe 
mixed media as the “mobilisation of col 
lage’ may be spurned al! the more readl- 
ly by those who have come ùcross this 
sltatermenl in an article by Ferdinand Kri- 
wel: "The pictography of lhe electrical 
age has wrlttan on tha facades of Times 
Square lhe time-limiled new versions of 
Altamira.”

tiva development of tle author whih 
can otherwise only be surmlsed,. 


Reading the early verslons of somes of 
Goethe's poems ant then the flnished 
versions one is strıık by the genius that 
could transform a Pretty, charming and 
apparently conipleied version into a 
Inasterpiece. Rut an academic Pubifcatlon 
of works giving thelr textual Progtes- 
sions does nol unly serve the science of 
Hilerary researd, il opens a porlal into 
the mind of the aulhar. H Is as though 
one were tû step into a labyrinth of mir 
tors whih are cunfusing ai first but Ihen 
TOveal un cluser examinaiion a poetic 
physivgnom from all angles, in alî out- 
lines. 

I is left to the abllily and inmagina- 
ton of the ubservur lo arrange the vari 
ous reflections porceived Inlo a {rue 
antl plastic Imre.

Large quantiles of hormones occur in 
beetles. The dysllcus marginalls, for 
example, siores half a milligram oi cor- 
texon in ils neck glands.

Ministerial report follows 
Mansholi's recommendations 


The European Conmisslon has approv= 
el of Sicco Miansholt's racommendatlons. 
The Commission 1s determined lo pro- 
mote agticullural production from reve- 
nus only when farm enterprises comply 
in size and facillties with aproved norms. 

Sicco Mansholt has no objection to 
would-be farmers tilling thelr path of 
land and tending their catlle as ihey see 
fll All he objects to {s that governıtenls 
should be asked to Iinance sudh hobbies, 
The community and its member goverrı= 
ments are suilering as İt is Ironı a shorl- 
age of tevenye and overproductlon. 


Without saying this in so many words, 
Harmann Flöcherl'a latest agrlcullural re- 
port admits that in {he long lerm a solu- 
tlon must be found along Hines sug-= 
gested by the Vice-President of the EEC 
Commission. Wiat the experts have 
known for some tine is now becoming 
apparent, Earned income rises with in- 
creased ouipul per worker, so those who 
demand better wagos on the land must 
alsa allow that the farm worker should 
have as it were, a faro faclory {0 Oper- 
ale, wherever ihis is possible. 


Those who cling to a lheory of em- 
ployment, proposing lhat as many people 
as possible should be engaged in agrl- 
culture, must accept the fact that earm- 
ings generally wIJll be low and that farm 
workers will take every opportunity to 
complaln of their lot. The Federal Minls- 
try oî Agriculture is seeking a middle of 
tha road course that will bring about 
genuine reforms, In the Ministry's view 
agricultural ‘policy is the responsibility 
not so mud of the Minister ol Agricul» 
ture {apart from the fatıners, of course) 
as of the departments sheping educa- 
tional, welfate and aconomic, policy. 


These bodies must work hand in hand 
wilh the Minisiry of Agrlculture. This 
means that Hödıerl, Schiller, Kalzor and

he 1967-68 farming season is reviewed 

favourable, in the report the Minister 
of Agriculture, Hermann Héderl, has 
presented In Bonn.

We could go uj lo Kneibis, wlıiclh along 
with Zwleselberg is wilhin tha Freuden-= 
stadt boundaries, Thera the landscape is 
qulte different, Kneibis is more than 3,000 
feel above sea level, lying not far from 
Alexanderschanze.

Rippoldsau was founded by the Bene- 
dictines more than 800 years ago. It was 
@ [avourite retreat of the writer Victor 
Yon Scheffels {1826-1886}. Hera the visitor 
can lake a dip in tha water in Lhe swim- 
ming bathes, famous for its iron propertles 
or have a mud pack or drink tha pure 
Waters of ihe spring, 


Then there is Batersbronn which has 
more than a dozen spas nearby, surround 
ed by woods and high mountains. Thera 
are any number of Black Forest hotels 
with typical carved wooden-roofs, Not 
far away there is Schönmunzach, Besen 
{eld and tle minute spa of Bad Autogast, 
which real connisseurs Telurn Lo lime and 
time again, 


But after alt the wandering round the 
area the visitor relurms rather thankfully 
to Freudenstadt because il is a spa with 
a magic all İlş own, It has a quality that 
few towns have—composure,

But these are good 
reasons for going Lhere, andl very for- 
cible reasons [rıdeeu, If lhe persan happens 
to be a woman. It lg possible !o avoid 
the regulationş Lhat govern û spa just as 
easily as lt is lo do so elsewhere. From 
the ınadical point of view Lhero ls much 
1o ba said for Freudansladt and just as 
much lo be said [ronı the guest's point 
of view. 

The second reason I would give for 
qolng to Freudenstadt is thal the surround- 
ings are so pleasant, The town lies al- 
miast 2,200 feet above sea level in the 
middie of forest.

The resort ig 
4,500 feet above sea level and lhe lale 
comer who Wanls lo park his car near to 
the Feldberger Hof hotel may well have 
lo walk several hundrad yards with his 
skis on his shoulder. There are 30 many 
cars and nol enough Parking places. 


AL the weekend a skler muşt calculate 
when le wanis to take ihe ski-Hft up the 
slopes because lhere ate so many people 
using them. 


There is no arguing that the Zugspitze, 
Garmisch-Parlenkirchen and Oberstdorf 
with their famous akl-lifis are the last 
word in the skilıg world, nol Feldberg. 
But it is a [irsl class skiing area, Feldberg 
has traditions. 

It was in Feldberg that akling im Cen- 
tral Europe had ils beginnings and it was 
front here lhat many inlluences on the 
sparl have spread. It is trua lo say that 
skilng was 'born’ at Feldberg. Thera are 
old documenls thal {ell that “lhe Bavarian 
Alps are lou steep for skiing." 

The Bavarian Alps were not too steep 
for the Winter Olympics of 1936, They 
took place at Garmisch-Partenkirchen. 
Before going tlıere the German team prac- 
tised on the Feldberg slopes, 

Feldberg 1s very popular among ihe 
young girls {rom Freiburg who want 1o 
learn to skl or who want lo show off how 
good they ara. 

But today Feldberg is not only a resort 
for pretty girls from Freiburg. People 
from all over the counlry come there— 
from the north of the Federal Republic, 
Irom Switzerland and from France. And 
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
